the Matrix hath a Sympathie wich all the 
parts of che body; as with the Braine by 
the Nerves and, Membranes.of the parts 
about the /pine, trom. whence fometimes 
arifeth the paines, in the fore part , andthe 
hinder pare of the head, wich Heart alfo, 
both by the Spermatick, and the Epigaftrick 
arteries, or thofe that lie about the Abdo- 
menat the bottomeof the bellie, from hence 
cometh the paine of the heart, fainting,

Virgins undergoe, when they have their 
Courfes, fufficiently witnefle, And laftly, 
Hippacrates hath taught us, that this confent 
holdeth withthe bladder, and the ftraight 
gut ; for, faith he, when that parc. is in- 
flamed, then the urine commeth away by 
drops, and the Patient;hath frequent de- 
fires, and folicitations to goe to ftoole, but 
but without any performance.

Thofe difeafes' that are ‘common, both 
to widowes and wives,’ both to barren wo- 
men, and women that are fraicfill)'as alfo 
to young Maids , and Virgins) proceed 
fromthe retentions ‘or floppage! of their 
Courtes, ‘as the moft univer{all 5 and moft 
ufuall'caufe; when'thefe come from them, : 
in a'dueand regularmanner, their bodies 
are preferved trom’ moft terrible’ difeates; 
bue otherwife, they are immediately {uty- 
je& to the falling Sicknefs , the'Palfie, the 
Confumption, the Whites , che Mother, 
Melancholy, Burning Fevers, ihe Dropfey 
inward inflammations of all the principal] 
parts, the fuppreffion of the urine, nauf2 
cating , vomiting, loathing of meat, yex- 
ing and acontinuall paine in the Yead; 
arifing from ill vapours, communicated 
from the Matrix to the Braine. 

Wives are more healchfull theri Widowes, 
or Virgins, becaufe they are refrefhed ‘with 
the mans feed,and ejaculate their own,which 
being excluded’, thé caufé of: the evil] is 
taken away. This is’ eviderié from the 
Words of Hippocrates,’ who advifeth young | 
Maidsto marrie,' when they are thus trous 
bled; «that women‘ have ‘tones’ and feed, 
no true Anatomift’ will denice ;’ the woe 
mans feed, I confef, in regard of the {malt

quantity of heat , is more imperfe& then 
the feed of themans , yer is it moft ab{o- 
lutein it felfe , and fic for Generation. An- 
other caufe alfo may be added , befides 
that which is alledged from pyippocrates, 
namely , that married women by lying 
with their-husbands , doe loofen: the paf- 
fages of the feed, andfo the Courfes come 
down more eafily thorow them ; Now in 
Virgins it falls out otherwife , becaufe 
the blotid is flopped by the’ conftipation 
and obftru&ion of the veines, and being 
fiopped putrifies, from which putrifaction 

grofie vapours doe arife, and trom thence 
heavineffe of minde, and dulneffe of fpiric, 
a benutnmedneffe of the parts, timorouf- 
nefie, arid an aptnels to be frighted, with 
a fudden propenfitie to fall into fits of the

what fhall we fay concerning Widowes, 
who lye fallow, and live fequeftred from 
thefe Venereous Conjuncions ? we muftcon- 
clude, that if they be young, of a black 
complexion, and hairie, and are likewife 
fomewhat difcoloured in their cheeks, that 
they have a {pirit of falacicy , and feele 
within themfelves a frequent titillation, 
their feed being hot and prurient, doth ir- 
ritate and inflame them to Venery, neither 
is this concupifcence allaid and qualified, 
but by provoking the ejaculation of the 
fecd, as Galen propounds the advice in the 
example of a widow, who was affli&ed 
withincolerable fymptomes, till the abun- 
dance of the fpermatick humour was di- 
minifhed by the hand of a skilfull Midwife, 
and a convenient oyntment , which paf- 
fage wall alfo furnifh us wich this argument, 
thac the ufe of Venery is exceeding whol- 
fome, if che woman wil] confine her felfe 
to the Lawes of moderation , fo that fhe 
feele no wearifomnefle, nor weaknefle in | 
her body, after chofe pleafing confli&s. 

Moft certaine it is, thac barren women | 
are more tormented with fickneffe, then 
thofe that are .fruirfull, becaufe, they who ) 
have chiJdren, Jive in a more healthfull J 
condition, by reafon of the opening of the |

7 
veines , and the comming away of the 
fuperflaous bloud ; which being of an 
earthy, and feculent fubftance, muft needs 
introduce prodigious fymptomes in the 
bodies of other women,who have no feafo- 
nable meanes to vent and purge it out, and 
daily experience doth witnefle it to the pri- 
vate confideration. of fuch women, that 
very many obftructions breed in their Li- 
vers, Mefenteries, and Matrices. That wo- 
men in Child-bed alfo , and fuch as nurfe 
their owne children, are fubje& to moft bic- 
ter, and vehement affe&ts, Galen doth dai- 
ly teach us by an undeniable reafon ; for 
whereas the childe in the wombe is tioti- 
rifhed by the fweeteft, facteft, and moft cla- 
boratepart of the menftruous Bloud , in its 
own nature filthy, and dreggifh, when the 
woman is delivered 5 that bloud is forci- 
bly evacuated by acriticall kinde.of moti- 
on,and violent ebullitiot,whereupon the {pi- 
rits are exhaufted, and thefeeble creature is 
Se ee into mortall infirmities , as 
ainting fits, incredible torments, and fre- 

guent foundings, ©... 
Many times alfo, befides that perticular 
fulneffe of the womb through the fwelling, 
and firutting of the veines ; fuch women : 
all chetime that they be great wich childe,

are opprefied with an abundance of ill hu- 
mours, contra&ed, and heaped up toge- 
ther bya bad diet , * after which the upper 
parts of their bodies are many times moft 
wofully inflamed. 

. After the fame manner alfo, Nurfes are 
tormented with fore breafts , painfull 
{wellings, U!cers, and Cancers’, and the 
like cruel! difeates , by reafon that the 
Menftruum floweth in an _unmeafurable 
guantitie ro the breafts, and there fettles. 
But now, by..the permiffi on of Heaven, we 


fhall fe‘ down a particular Explanation of 
thefe Difeafes,

TH fuppreflion of the Courjes, is an in- 


terception, or ftoppage of that ufuall 
evacuation of bloud, which is wont to flow 
from the Matrix every month. 

There is a twofold caufe hereof ; one 
inward , the other. cutward?; the ,in- 
ward caufe is.alfo manifold ; for fomes 
times it Ys one kinde of diftemper, fometime 
another ; and fometimes againe , a hu 
mour is the caufe thereof, the sai i3 

either 















either hot, or cold, and concerning the for-, 


mer, this is controverted among the Do- 
é&ors , how a hor diftemper can flay the 
Courfes: for if we will credit the b ft Au- 
thors, or fubmit our judgements to the ge- 
nerall Vote of Philofophy ; it is the pro- 
perty of heat to open, to rarifie, to, make 
thin, and to dilate: as.on the contrary, it 
is the property of cold to obftruc, to thick- 
en, tobinde, andto condenfate, the an- 
{wer is eafie and obvious 3, wherefore we fay 
that heat properly doth not ftay the Cour jes, 
but onely by accident, as namely by atte- 
nuation , diffipating , and. confuming the 
thinner parts of the Menftruum, for any bu- 
mour is reafonably conceived to become 
more drie and thick, when-che thinner part 
thereof is wafted away ; and againe, the 
thicker and dryer itis, it muft needs be fo 
much the more unapt to be expelled: and 
this is the reafon that flurdie women in the 
Country, whoare accuftomed to labour, 
and take much paines, and fuch. Virging, 
as are of a hot conftitution, have very ltrcle, 
or no evacuation.this way, becaufe the \i-n- 
firuum is wafted, and vanifheth by their con- 
( cinuall exercife, and paines taking. Second- 
ly, when the moifture. is-confumed away, 
the veffels are fo much the more narrow

and boundup, fo that there is almoft no 
paflage left for the exclufion of the Courfes. 

- Acold Diftemper ftdyeth the Cour fes, becaute 
it weakneth and cooleth the parts , breeds 
bad humors and obftruétions, ftraightens the 
paffages, obftru&s the conduits, infirmes, and 
overcooleth the Matrix, and {o retaines, fup: 
preflech, and ftoppeth the Courfes, 
 Swellings, Jmpofthnmes, {cars , and the 
like, are all reducible to the inward caufes 5 
but the moft ufuall'inward caule is a flow, 
tough and flimy humour, which glewing 
up,as it were,the veffells of the Matrix, and 
thickning the bloud, retaineth the Menftry- 
um 5 according to theopinion of Galenide- 
livered in feverall places of his worke. 

The outward Caufes are all thofe things, . 
which any way increafe a cold juice in the 
body, asa cold andmoift Ayre, gluttony, 
crudities,cold Batbs,and an unfeafonable ufe 
of them, mests that yielda groffe nourih- 
ment,and are hard to digeft,and fuch as con- 
ftipace the humours,’ and thicken the bloud ; 
in which number.are thickand {weet wines, 
pulfe of all forts, white meats made with 
milke, hard fifhand falt fleth, potbearbs, Vine- 
ger, Olives, Rice,and the like; alfo an unfeafo- | 
nable ufeof Venery, a diforderly motion of ’ 
the body, prefently after meates, cold drink,

ale,and other Pourtents , or liquors which 
breed flow , and thick juices. 

You may know when the Menftruum is, or 
will foon be fuppreffed by che relation of 
the fick woman, who commonly will make 
thefe difcoverics ; that fhe hathno ftomack 
to her meat, that foralong rime cogether 
fhe hath fele a heavinefle over all her body, 
witha paine in her’ back, her privities, and 
her Matrix:befides,you your felf may difcern 
agreenith palenefs in her face ; Sometimes fhe 
is troubled with loud belchings , and cruell 
paines in her belly ; but frequently with the 
head-ach, efpecially in the forepart. of her 
head, and when the bloud is ftopped,& putri- 
fies in her body, prefently there arifeth a Fe- 
ver,by reafon of that Sympathy,Communion, Or 
con (ent between the Matrix & the other parts. 

Many, and irreparable are the inconve- 
niences, andevills, which happen by this 
ftoppage of the Courfes, if we may belecve 
the great Hippocrates , who in one of his 
Apborifmes faith, if the Menftraum comes 
away without moderation, difeafes fol- 
low ; but if ic comes not away at all, yet 
then difeafes happen. alfo from the Auirix : 

_butif it comes away inadue, and natural! 
‘manner, it preferves the woman from all 
gowtie torments, from paines in, her joints,

from the Pleurifie; andall other inflamma=- 
tionsin her fides, from the Apoplexy, from 
the difficulty to fetch herbreath, and from 
Joofing her voyce; Women’ that have not 
their Cour/es, muft feeke for, remedies’ with 
{peed and prudence; let them betake them- 
{elves toa temperate and moyift Ayre, for if 
the Ayrebe too hot, ic wafteth the blond, 
and drawes it upwards from the Matrix sic 
likewife exbaufts the Spirits, and is thoughe 
to be a weakner of thebody: on the con~ 
trary »when the Ayre is too cold, it com 
pels the bloud to retire 5 it weakens the 
Matrix , breeds grofle and thick, humours, 
and locks up the paflages, fo that the Men- 
firuum cannot defcend 5: the molt conveni- 
ent drinke in this cafe is {mall Rhenih 
wine, if there bea Fever, or,: which will be 
Jefie dangerous, {mall beere boiled with a lit- 
tle Cinamon, Anife, Maydenbaire,or Birthwort. 
Her diet fhould be fuch as will bee foon 
concoted , and eafily diftributed to all the 
parts; boiled meats are more whoalefome 
for her then rofted, becaufethefe dry np the 
bloud, but they foften the body, and Keep 
ir moift: let her alfo choofe to tecd upon 


tame creatures rather then wilde 5 becaufe’. 


thefe are more hotand dry, buc thofe are:’ 
more moift and tmperate; boyle - them

| notapprove of that courfe , becaufe recti- 


tude 
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tude muft ever be objerved: Galen in his 
book de Curandi ratione per fang. miff. chapt. 
1¥. inftead of opening a vein, ufeth Scari- 
fication to the domefticall part , as. having 
the greateft refemblance with Phlebotomy, 
and if chefe things doe not overcome the 
Difeafe, apply Leeches to the Hemorrhoids, 
totake away the accumulation of melancholy 
bloud ; for they fuck out the feculent , ‘and | 
dreggifh humours, impacted in the Matrix, | pit 
by reafon that thofe parts are fo neere the | 
one to the other. | 

Zacutus Lufitanus applieth them to the | 
inner part of the Matrix,and boaftech him- }{ 
felfe the Author of this kinde of remedy ; 
but whetherit be confonant to reafon , I 
leave to confidering perfons to judge. 

There is no doubt but the application 
of Leecbes may be ufefull, becaufe the hu- 
mour is flow , thick and earthy : bue in 
regard that no part is evacuated , till the 
whole body be firft purged, therefore I fhall | 
advife you to give her this Purge follow- 
ing, which will workevery gently.

 Chriftepherus a Vega, aman otherwife ve- 
ry learacd, feemes to my underftanding to 
forfake the offers of reafon, in faying that 
ficele is unprofitable, becaufe he never faw 
any woman, who had not her Cour{es, or 
who was troubled with obftru€tions, cured 
by the mieanes of this Remedy; but truly, 
if ic doth not fometimes totally’ fubdue the 
evill, yet thefaule muftnot therefore cone 
fequently be charged upon the Medicine,

for asin that the Menftruum is too long

There is alfo this. difference. between 
them : the one procecdeth from ahordif- 
temper, the other from acold one. 

This we now treat on, is produced bya | 
twofold caufe, the one inward , and the 
other dutward. 

The inward Caufe is a. hot diftemper ,of | 
the Liver, whereby the bloud growes hor, 
thin, boyling in the veflells, and opening | 
them, fo thatthe Menftruum is purged out, 
betore the ufuall and duetime. 

The outward Canfe is that which heat- 
eth and inflames the bloud, and withall- 
makes ic thin, as vehement and fiurdy .ex- 
ercifes, penfiveneffe, and immoderate cares 
of the minde, exceflive anger,. and thoughts 
bufed upon revenge: a cuftome of eating 
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meats that are hotin their quality, names 
ly, fuch as are full of pepper, and falt, bib- 
ing of wine, and ftrong drinks, toomuch 
bathing of the body, long watchings, fit- 
ing in the Sun overmuch , or. by the fire 
fide, &c. 

You may eafily make your felfe a¢quaint- 
ed with the fignes by converiing with, and 
queftioning the fick woman , befides , you 
may of yonr felfe‘obferve, that the Patient 
is much weakned, in regard that the parts 
are deprived of the pureft portion , and 
the ‘moft laudable fubftance of the bloud, 
by which the life of a Creature is pro- 
longed ; women thus affected are very fad, 
and melancholy , by reafon thac the bloud 
faileth , which otherwife containes a {pi- 
ritin it, that makes them cheerefull and 
lively, they grow leane and feeble, fcarce 
able to ftand upon their legs, they are apt 
to Naufeate, and forfake their, meat, they 
are bound in their bodies, and grow pafet, 
and {wel’d up; they are troubled wich 
weaknefle in their ftomacks’, they cannot 
digeft ‘their meat , their cye-Jids' {ink in- 
wards, the calfes of their legs fwell, and 
‘their outward parts look pale, and difco- 
loured: yeas by degrees the whole yadicall 
moifture ; “and inborne  prefervative de-

Wherefore make no delay, but immedi- 
ately oppofe all your helpsof Art to the 
{ubduing of the Difeafe; let her be lodged 
in an ayrethat is cold and dry, and let her 
not be expofed to any ayre by night : ftrew 
coole hearbs about her chamber. , and let 
her avoid the ayre which is hot, becaufe 
it rarifies the bloud , makes, it thin and 
waterifh , and alfo inflames , and over- 
heats ir. ! 

She muft forbear the ufe of hot meats, 
as Leeks , Onyons, Watercreffés, Origanum, 
and the like; let her likewile refraine from

thefe frequent iterations ; Nature ls. accu- 
ftomed to fummon the bloud to the upper 
parts; and thus that ordinary faying among 
the Do&tors may. properly be underftood, 
that one flux cuceth another.

duceth’ a Difeafe, which the Do&oursell 
Stillicidium Uterinum , which we may en- 
glifh;to bea coming away of the Counjesby 
drops. . 

The Dijeafe proceeds from the fame Caufes, 
as doth ‘the: immoderate; flowing -ef the 
Courfes: therefore the fame Remedies will 
be alfo proper to overcome them’; yet in 
this prefent cure you need not prefcribe fo 
many Remedies, nor fo often. 

When any notable Symptomes accom- 
panic’ this Difeafe, asa vehement burning, 
torments in the Matrix, 'a paine about tHe.

He Complication of the Menftraum with 

other Difeafes is hard to bel: known, 
and not eafieto be cured ; forif any woman 
be fick of any Difeafe, and if her Gourfes 
be fuppreft, or appeare not, the Phyficians 
are at a ftand’, what is moft fir, during 
this Tudication, tobe done, forif we fol- 
low the motions of Nature, who worketh 
rightly 5 and open a veinin theankle, this 
will not cure the Difeafe, which is rooted 
in theuppeér parte. 

Andif you draw’ bloud from thearme, 
you pervert the! courfe and: order! of .Na- 
ture, tothe great difadvantage of the fick 
woman. | 
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woman. But you will fay, in fuch a cafe 
as this, what is to bedone? I fhall tell you 
in few words. , 
The Difeafe is either vehement, or mo- 
derate, and of Jong continuance ; if the 
Cour/es appeare, or come down, ina difeafe 
of long continuance, you may defer the 
opening of a vein till a more convenient 
. feafon, beit either avein in the arme, or 
in the ankle, which you intended to cut, 
for you can doe no hurt by omitting , or 
at leaft fufpending this remedy. 
But if the Difeafe be acute , and require a 
{peedy evacuation; you muft obferve whi- 
| ther the Menftrium- be anfwerable to the 
| plentie of bloud which abounds in the bo- 
dy; if her Courfes come down, according 
tothe prefcription of Hippocrates, you muft 
not be bufie, but leave the’ whole matter 
to Nature; of the fame opinion is Galen 
| alfo, for, faith he, if at chat time'when you 
are letting bloud , it fhould’ fo fall out; 
that her Courfes come down , ot that fhe 
thould on a fuddeu have the Piles, you muft 
defift from phlebotomy , and” commit the 
whole bufinefle to Nature, if you are fatis- 
fed that the Menftruaum. commieth away in 
| 2 fufficient quantity 3 but otherwife take 
tk} from her fo much bloud, as may make 
| D 4 good 
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good the deficiency of her Courfes. 


But if aburning Fever be upon her, if 


fhe have not her Courjes according to cu- 


ftome, and tothe fatisfaGtion of her own 
defires, then this defe& mutt be fupplied 
with medicings , by opening a veine in her 
ankle , applying Cuppinglaffes with {carifi- 
cation to theealfes of her legs, or Leeches 
to the Hemorrboids,to take away the fuper- 
fluity of the bloud.. 
. One thing muft be confidered,naméely, ifa 
woman after her delivery havea burning Fe- 
yer upon her, her Courfes aaually flowing, 
whither it be lawfull , in regard. of the. ve- 
hemence of the Fever, to open the upper 
veines? Fernelius, Valeriola, Amatus Lufita- 
nus , and divers others of good account, af- 
{ent the lawfulneffe and expediency there- 
of ; for although fomehave imagined, that 
if the upper veines be opened , the bloud 
will afcendto the upper parts 5 yet if ic be 
true which they imagine, more profit and 
advantage will accrew thereby to the fick 
woman, then hurt or danger for whena 
yeinein the ankle is cut, although it bring 
down the Courfes, and fupply the defeErive 
motion of Nature , in reipe& of the part 
particularly affected ; yet is it not equally 
prevalene againft a moft vehement infl.m-

Ic differs from a {welling which is caufed 
by winde; becaufein this winde is heard 
within,which yieldeth to the totich, and fs 
moved from placeto place’: but ‘a Schirrus 
is a hard unmoveable {welling’, of a black 
colour , and fometimes ofa palifh’, warm 
colour , if» any phlegmatick humour be 
mixed with it. 

It differs from an inflammation in the 
Matrix, becaufe inthis there is a burning 
Fever conjoyned, and other fignes whick 
manifeft an inward fiery Difpofition. 

This is a Chronicall Difeafe ; continuing 
many times beyond the fpace of a yeare s 
for the Matrix, not being numbred among 
the more noble parts , doth better endure 
thefe moleftation$; it is alfo a contumaci- 
ous affedt, defpifing ordinarie remedies, and

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if you oppofe fuch as are vehement , it de- 
generates into a Cancer. 

After this fometimes followes a Drop/ey 
in the Matrix, which when it is much hard- 
ned, becomes void of fenfe , incurable, 
drawing the neighbouring parts into con- 
fent with it, and fo weakning, them , that 
many times the Creature pegitheth for lack 
of warmth and cherifhing heat.

f A. Inflammation in the Matrix is a 
“Aprecernaturall {welling, arifing from 
a hot bloud, or from the fuppreffion of 
the Menftruum, in the hollow parts thereof. 

- The Caufes of this {welling are either in- 
ward or outward; the inward Caufes are 
agreat plenitude or fulneffe of the whole 
body, begot by a hot diftemper of the Li- 
ver and the veines. 

By the vehemence of this diftemper, the 
bloud it {elfe is compelled in a large pro- 
portion to the Matrix : and thus the re+ 
tained bloud, being no wayes ableto get 
out, cither putrifies, or elfe without pu- 
trifying , produceth an inflammation : 
fomec: mes alfo an Ulcer in the. Matrix, or 
clefts, or chaps, or the Piles , doe moft ie 

dily 
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dily draw the bloud unto them by reafon 
of the paineand heat, 

The outward Caufes are a fall, a blow, 
a ftroke, ahard labour, immoderate coition, 
and thelike, which weakning the Matrix, 
the bloud flowes unto it, and féctles there 
without refiftance ; afterthis inflammation 
in the Matrix, there followes an acute Fever, 
bred of the putrifation of the bloud, 
Which Fever, Galen faith, muftbe numbred 
among the continuall Fevers.

Every one knoweth how cangerous, and 
mortal} this difeafe is} by ceafon of the 
confent, which it hath withthe parts‘afore- 
faid : wherefore you muft ‘prefently ad- 
dreffe your felfe tothe Cure; firft prefcri- 
bing a thin and cold Diet, which Hippo- 
erates enjoynes to be obferved in all Fevers,

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and inflammations, and afterwards open-~ 


jing a veine. 


Many Phyfitians have been puzled to 
finde out Galens meaning » who firft com- 
mands the Bafilick veine to be cut ; Second- 
dy, the Saphena, or veinein the ankle , but 
che reafon is obvious ; for whereas in che 
beginning of the difeafe the body is full, 
he prefcribed the opening of the bafilick 
yeine to expedite the Revulfion: otherwife 
he had drawn the humours by a precipi- 
tate motion, to the part affe&ed, and fo 
fuperinduced an inflammation. 

When this is done, he proceeds to leffen, 
the predominancy of the bloud, by cutting 


a veine in the ankle, and not without found - 


reafon : for by the proximity, or nearnefle 
of that part, the labouring parts are fooneft 
disburthened.
